A 30-ton tug had 
breken loose ' while — being 
warmed up and, unmanned, had 
rruck the “Scyla” just abaft 
of her beam. : 


The tug was travelling at on 
estimated speed of six to scven 
Knots, It had chil three other 
boats en route, sinking a dinghy, 
but reserving Its full\force for 
the yawl. 


The damages were extensive: 
cracks three-quarters the length 
of the boat, the deck pulled 2 
half Inch from the hull, a dis- 
-lodged-engine—and-a_tan; 
broken parts. The crucial pi 
however, the reinforced plaziic 
hull, popped right out again 
after it was pushed in about 
nine inches by the crash, 


As Mr. Ulmer sums up the 
accident, “If she had been ao 
wooden boat, I feel we would 
have sunk and all four of us 
could. have gone down with 
her.’

Should we have lawn Cail in the Olympic Games? : 


Much publicity has been given to the unsuccessful efforts of the West to ' 


“sell” open tournaments to the International Federation: ‘But little 
has been said about the’ maate failure to have Olympic lawn tennis 


revived, 


For the second year in suce- 
cession, the Rugslans havo un- 
successfully sought the Inclu- 
xion of lawn tennis in the 
Olympics. To many people, the 
omission of ‘this major sport 
must seem somewhat ‘curious. 


After all, lawn tennis was 
one of the six orlginal sports 
of the first modern Olympics 
at Athens in 1896 and it was 
the first Olympic event in 
which women were allowed
